cide, and the Protestant Bible will be found in 
one school and the Catholic in another, as the 
'rotestants or Catholics outnumber each oth- 
er in a given District, and the minority would 


e compelled to receive a version to which 
hey are conscientiously opposed. Our Common 
Schools are not Religious Seminaries, and we 
o not send our children to school to learn re— 
igion.
